FLOWER-POTS, 


Borne Interesting Fact* About an 


in Gomnfc»B (fee. 


While there have been many change! 


in nearly everything connected with 
plant-growing, the general appearance 
of the flower-pot in common use has 
remained aboiit the same, 
London, in 


his Encyclopaedia of Gardening, gives, 
as a definition of the common flower- 
pot, "a cylindrical, tapering vessel of 
burned clay, with a perforated 
bot- 


tom," and tho description is applicable 
to-day. London also gives a number 
of illustrations of other pots that had 
been invented, with different designs, 
and the half century since has added 
many to the list, but, so far, none ap- 
pear to supplant the common baked 
flower-pot. A genius in this city once 
invented a turned wooden pot, to sup- 
plant the earthen one, for all sizes, up 
to a throe-inch, and actually grew a 
large number of plants in them, but 
the°iibrous roots clung tightly to the 
sides, and refused to come out at plant- 
ing time. A box made of wood, with 
square partitions, that was to serve 
as a cheap way of growing for sale 
Verbenas, or other plants, shared tho 
s.imo fate, and the common pot has 
continued in use. 
Most gardeners be- 


lievo that an open, porous pot will 
n-rovv plants better than one with a 
glazed surface, hence the latter, though 
sometimes tried on account of greater 
freedom from mold on the outside, are 
seldom m* with. This vegetable bhme 
is not conductive to plant-growth, and 
if a gardener has a choice plant, that 
he is particular about, ho will take 
care in repotting, to select a new, or at 
least a clean pot. 
A good gardener 


scrubs the pots with brush and water. 


Tliat the flower-pot is not an abso- 


lute necessity in growing plants any 
one who has ever been among; the very 
poor in a city like London and seen the 
different make-shifts in the way of 
brokpn utensils utilized as flower-pots 
need not bo told; but, thanks to the 
machine that turns out good flower- 
pots at tho rate of three thousand to 
five thousand a day, as we recently 
saw, the common flower-pot of the 
sizes most in uae, from two inches up 
to four inches, is cheap enough. 
The 


sizes are now designated by the diame- 
ter in inches; a far better method than 
the old English plan of calling them 
twos, fours, sixes, and so forth, to the 
cast. This system seems to have orig- 
inated in a method of the pot-maker, as 
a cast of'any size seems to have^cost 
the «ame price whether it was No. 2, 
which took two to the cast, with a pot 
measuring eighteen inches diameter, 
bv twelve inches deep, or a No. 80, 
containing eighty pots to the cast, 
measuring one arid one-half inches^ in 
diameter and two inches (loop. I-se, 
however, had a long timo ago estab- 
lished about the -,'izes required for the 
ditl'crent .styles of plants, ami the ulevon 
si/.es tormerly designated by so many 
to the (M.-.1, arc still about the st}lo of

The Singular Custom In the Far Enit of 


Giving Names Ordinarily Given to Infants 
of the Opposite Sex. 
Old-fashioned people in many dis- 


tricts of Japan, to whose families death 
has made frequent visits, still resort, in 
their anxiety to prolong the lives of 
thoir children, to the custom of be- 
stowing upon their offspring names or- 
dinarily given to infants of the oppo- 
site sex. Probably the superstition is 
more widely prevalent, than foreigners 
would suppose, but it is only when 
some incident or story in connection 
with Us observance is reported in the 
vernacular papers that the majority be- 
come aware of the existence ol the old 
custom. ATokio paper tells a story 
in point. 
Some time ago, a man 


mimed Kano, 
living at Kameicho, 


Nihoubashi. Tokio, receive i an intima- 
tion from the authorities that his eldest 
son, 
Bunnosuke—a name always ap- 


plied to males—having attained mili- 
tary aze steps should at once be taken 
with a view to the young man under- 
"Oing medical examination, prior to 
actual enlistment. 
Kano lost no time 


in eoin°- to the ward ollico and ex- 
plaining to thu ofliciaU that Bunnosuke 
wa^ his daughter, though registered as 
a male since 1872, in which year the 
census ay torn was altered. Ihc au- 
thorities'however, in wliobe minds fre- 
quent and more or less ingenious 
schemes to evade conscription had 
o-iveii rihU to a condition of pure, scepti- 
cism on this point, did not scruple to 
order an examination to be conducted 
at Kane's house. The result, of course. 
i>ro\cd the statement made by the 
father, who, on being questioned, said 
that, having lost tuo daughters, both 
about one u-ar old, lie had been driven 
to this expedient to keep the third alive.
